REPORT OF THE BOARD OF FIRE ENGINEERS 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The Fire Department responded to 33 regular box calls, 4 false 
alarms, 89 calls for small fires, resuscitation and emergency calls. We 
were able to keep the loss per fire to a very low average for the past 
year. 


The repairs to the Fire Station were minor. The inside of the 
station was painted with a few small repairs to the outside. In the 
near future we will have to replace the shingles on the roof and 
some of the copper flashing where there have been leaks. 


The Fire Alarm System was extended from North Park Street 
to the new Parmenter School and connected with the new box No. 235 
at the school. The alarm system in the new school is also connected 
with the alarm system in the Fire Station, and in case of fire in the new 
building we receive the call automatically. Also a new box, No. 17, was 
installed at the corner of Oak and Concord Streets. We hope to be 
able to install a new box on Pleasant Street this coming year. 
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Our fire apparatus is in good condition. We overhauled and 
painted the No. 3 piece which has been in service for fifteen years. 
The Maxim Pump, which was purchased in 1924, will have to be 
replaced in the near future. This piece of equipment has only 2-wheel 
brakes, and with traffic conditions getting worse all the time, it is 
dangerous to use it on the highways. It should be replaced in the 
next two or three years. 


In a separate article we are asking the Town of Franklin to accept 
Chapter 48, Sections 42, 43 and 44. This article is for the purpose of 
appointing a permanent Fire Chief. He will be appointed by the Se- 
lectmen and can be removed for cause by same after a hearing. This 
town is growing in size and requires the full time of an individual to 
fulfil the many requirements made by the State of Massachusetts and 
the Town of Franklin in order to keep it up to a high standard. The 
number of permits, inspections, proper checking of fire hazards is 
increasing every day. 


For the year 1953 we recommend $24,359.

The Forest Fire Department had a very busy year. We responded 
to 93 forest fire calls in the past year. It was fortunate that we did not 
have any serious forest fires during the long dry spell this past summer. 


We have been using our 700-gallon-tank forest fire truck to deliver 
water this fall to people who have had dry wells and were unable to 
obtain water. 


We look forward, and so does the State of Massachusetts, to a very 
serious fire hazard this coming spring due to the long dry spell that we 
had this fall. 


Our equipment is in very good condition for the coming year. We 
will need additional forest fire hose and a dozen or more pump cans. 


For the year 1953 I recommend $2200.

During the past year, the library building has been the scene of 
more activity than ever. Both departments show a large number of 
new borrowers and the circulation has increased 2568. Downstairs, 
the Children’s Room is especially busy on Book Mobile days, when 
volunteers from the Library Association gather juvenile books for 
distribution in Grades 1-4 in the various schools of Franklin. Though 
a new venture in the early spring of 1952, it has proved to be extremely 
popular and now averages well over 300 books a month. In spite of 
donations of new books by the Aldenettes as well as by individuals, 
there is an acute shortage of books which necessarily limits the circu- 
lation. © 


With the completion of the repairs on the library roof, making 
the building weathertight once more, the Ray Memorial Association, 
which assumes all repair bills, had the lecture room and the corridors 
downstairs redecorated with new lighting in the halls. These now 
present a fresh and bright appearance to the many users of the 
building. | 
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Adult classes, sponsored by the School Department, are held in 
the Lecture Room in rug hooking, rug braiding and decorative arts. 
A class in oil painting which meets in the Children’s Room has been 
extremely popular. Hundreds of people from Franklin and surround- 
ing towns visited the Handicraft Show held in the Lecture Room at the 
close of the classes in the spring. 


The Aldenettes continue their splendid work of Story Hours for 
little children, held twice a month during the school year. 


The Community Service Department of the Alden Club sponsors 
a very popular Hobby Show for school children, held each May in the 
Lecture Room. 


The use of the library building grows constantly, not only for 
borrowers of books but for community purposes as well, and the cost 
of books, supplies, salaries, heat and light are met by the Franklin 
Library Association. To meet this ever increasing budget, the Asso- 
ciation respectfully requests that the sum of $8900 plus the dog tax be 
granted to them for the 1953 maintenance of the library.

TRAFFIC 


The traffic problem in our shopping district is a vital one. Rigid 
enforcement of the one hour parking law has shown excellent results. 
I believe that parking meters would help the problem greatly. 


I appointed Patrolman Walter Carr, director of the Junior Traffic 
Corps. He has done an excellent job. We ran a tag day for the corps 
and bought hats, badges and traffic belts from the proceeds. 


Our cruiser has traveled 25,000 miles to date. By May 1, 1953, it 
is fair to assume that it will have traveled approximately 35,000 miles. 
We have had excellent results from this cruiser. I believe that it is 
good economy to trade cars every year and do so recommend. 


RADIO 


Our radio equipment is still in good condition and should last for 
many years. 


MISCELLANEOUS 


I want to thank each and every member of the department for 
the fine cooperation that they have given me since I was appointed 
acting chief and then permanent chief. Sergeant Dacey worked end- 
less hours with me on investigations that produced excellent results. 
We have cleared up every major case on our blotter except one, and 
we expect to clean that one up in the very near future. 
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The officers on traffic duty are to be complimented for their 
fine work during the past year. Officer Fitzgerald has done an excellent 
job in enforcing the one hour parking law as a lot of you already 
know. 


We held meetings at the police station every Wednesday for six 
weeks during September and October. We discussed police procedure 
and changes in various laws. The meetings proved very interesting 
and helpful to all of us. 


I want to thank the other town departments for their fine co- 
operation during the past year. 


I want to thank the Board of Selectmen for their very fine co- 
operation during the past year and for their excellent attitude in 
letting the police department handle police business. 


In behalf of the men in my department and myself, I want to wish 
our past chief, Joseph Cataldo, the very best of luck and continued 
success in his position as probation officer of the District Court of 
Western Norfolk. We enjoyed working for you, “Joe,” and we know 
that we will enjoy working with you.

_ of any Old Age Assistance granted on and after January 1, 1952. 
This legislation resulted in a reduction of 18 cases in the case load of 
this department. 


On July 1, 1952, Miss Santina Cataldo was appointed Welfare 
Agent. 


On November 11, 1952, the Board accepted the resignation of 
Mrs. Rachel E. Greene, Social Worker. We have requisitioned Civil 
Service for a new social worker.

BUILDING PERMITS 


The Planning Board reports the following number of permits issued 
during the year, together with their estimated valuations:

TOWN MAPPING PROJECT 


The records of all field and office work performed on all town 
control surveys are being standardized to insure interchangeable use- 
fulness. The Planning Board has been receiving cooperation from 
the Water and Sewer Department. All plans being made for this de- 
partment are being coordinated into the Geodetic System. 

The central portion of Franklin bounded by Cottage Street, Union 
Street, King Street and East Central Street has been entirely mapped 
and brass control points have been set in this area. A similar program 
comprising the area bounded by West Central Street, Union Street, 
Pleasant Street, Hillside Road, and Dean Street, is being conducted. 
Maps and permanent control points will be available on the comple- 
tion of this system. ¥ 

The area enclosed by Lincoln Street, Maple Street, Partridge 
Street, and Elm Street has been surveyed and the data is in process 
of being plotted. Base line traverses have been run over Maple Street, 
Partridge Street, Plain Street, Beech Street, Pond Street, and part of 
West Central Street connecting the stations established with the Massa- 
chusetts Geodetic Survey Stations. Twenty-three (23) control monu- 
ments have been set in the Northwest section of Town described above. 

Completion of the work now in progress will make available in- 
formation on most of Franklin’s commercial and residential properties. 
The Board has concentrated on the areas where information was most 
advantageous to the Town. It is anticipated that progress will be more 
rapid in the rural sections with larger land hoidings.

Five 
tenants have moved from the project to homes of their own, but these 
apartments were quickly rented by other veterans in need of decent 
housing. 


We have endeavored to make this project an asset to the town 
and from the many compliments we have received from people from 
other towns we believe it has been accomplished. The rents charged 
are based on the amount of income and the size of the family, these 
are set by the State Housing Board. 


The housing situation in Franklin, in regard to veterans, in our 
estimation, is well taken care of and do not believe there is need for 
another housing project at the present time. 


During the year $1,036.25 was paid to the town in lieu of taxes. 


A sewer drain, that should take care. of the surface water at the 
project has been installed and further trouble from this source is not 
expected. Fifty-six combination storm and screen doors were also 
installed the past year. 


The Authority wishes to thank the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
and various departments who in any way gave us their cooperation 
during the past year.

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REPORT OF THE PLAYGROUND DEPARTMENT 


Board of Selectmen, 


Franklin, Mass. 


Gentlemen: 


Following is the report of the Playground Committee for the 
year 1952. 


During the summer months Fletcher Field was the scene of con- 
siderable activity with such sports as baseball and softball and tennis 
being enjoyed by a large number of townspeople. The Playground 
Committee again conducted a baseball league for the younger boys of 
the community. 


Use of the wading pool was curtailed somewhat causing serious 
water shortage during the drought. 


The old clay tennis courts were removed and two new modern 
asphalt courts constructed. These new courts were enjoyed through- 
out the summer and fall by tennis enthusiasts who were high in their 
praise of the new installation. 


Considerable difficulty was again experienced with the power 
mowers and the committee is requesting funds to purchase a new 
one. The oldest of the two has been in service for nearly 15 years 
and the other is eight years old. Both were subjected to many repairs 
during the summer and were continually breaking down. The com- 
mittee is of the opinion that it would be of the best interests of the 
town to purchase one new mower. 


With the leveling off of the area in the rear of the high school 
scheduled for next spring, the Playground Committee plans to install 
swings, sliding boards and other equipment so that younger children 
in the North End will have a playground area during the summer. 
This has been long needed and has been proposed in the past by this 
committee. 


The committee feels that thought should be given to some day 
replacing the old portable wooden schoolhouse which serves as a 
dressing room for the activities at the field. Well realizing the cost 
of a modern fieldhouse is out of the reach, the committee is of the 
opinion that a small building which would house toilet facilities should 
be among the plans for the future. 


Drainage conditions at Fletcher Field were greatly improved by 
the cleaning out of the trench between Peck and Wachusett streets. 
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Plans for 1953 include the construction of a little league baseball 
diamond if the proposed league is organized.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


Your board held an organizational meeting on the Saturday morn- 
ing following elections, at which time Harry W. Vozella was elected 
chairman for the ensuing year. In an effort to promote unity among its 
members and to have the board function as a single undivided unit, 
there was no division of departmental supervision and this supervision 
was left with the entire board. 


Appointments 


Mrs. Laura Cataldo was again appointed executive secretary to the 
board. 


Further appointments made by the board were Charles Robinson 
as Highway Superintendent; Harry J. Webb as Town Counsel; Walter 
Mitchell as insurance broker of record, and Connor J. Pond, John F. 
Cataldo and Frank Bent as Fire Engineers. 


Miscellaneous 


In addition to the usual functions and duties with which the 
board is confronted year after year, which are too numerous to enumer- 
ate here, the following are some of the “out of ordinary” matters 
handled by your board :— 


A benefit was brought about to the town by added train service, 
in having the “Nutmeg”, so called, a fast Boston train stop at our sta- 
tion. Further train commuter service is now being sought. The recent 
census revealed the town was entitled to an additional full liquor li- 
cense, and this was awarded to Mason’s Restaurant who for some years 
held a seasonal license. This seasonal license was awarded to the Union 
Cafe. 
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The Noveshinski property off Chestnut Street, which had been 
taken for taxes owed, was auctioned by your board at public auction. 


A new chain link fence was erected around the Town Hail to re- 
place the old fence which was in disrepair. 


Insurance 


Your board was instrumental in having all town employees covered 
under one blanket Workmen’s Compensation policy, which will mean 
a saving to the town and prevent any duplication of coverage. The 
new Gerald Parmenter School was turned over to the town by the 
School Building Committee, and your board had the building covered 
by insurance. In placing this insurance your board was able to recog- 
nize several agents who carried no town insurance but for some time 
had sought this business. The town insurance situation in general was 
given much study with experts from both stock and mutual insurance 
companies lending their assistance and stating their views. 


Police 


During the course of the year, Joseph Cataldo resigned as Chief of 
Police and it therefore became necessary to take the proper steps for 
the appointment of a new chief. An examination was held and Arthur 
Pellegri was appointed Chief. 


The town’s traffic and parking regulations have been carefully 
studied and are now in the process of revision. In an endeavor to 
improve the parking situation on Main Street in the center of town, 
parking was eliminated on the easterly side of Main Street from the 
cross walk at the bridge on Depot Street, and this has proved satisfac- 
tory. 

Your board recommends town owned quarters for the police de- 
partment. 


Highway 


One of the first major projects under this department, which your 
board undertook, was to correct the drainage situation in connection 
with the “Cottage Street Brook’, so called. This brook was dug and 
cleaned out for its entire length and the culverts also cleaned, thus 
allowing a free flow of water. The 1952 appropriation was only enough 
to perform this work. Your board recommends that this brook be 


piped to prevent same from becoming filled and clogged with debris 
again. 


Various streets which were disrupted when water mains were laid 
have been repaired and again made safe for travel. 
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Charlotte Court has been resurfaced and Aele5 taken to remedy a 
drainage situation in that area. 


Lincoln Street was completed under Chapter No. 90 construction, 
which is an arrangement whereby the town and state each bear 50 per- 
cent of the cost. 


Several sidewalks which were in very poor condition were either 
repaired or replaced. A new black top sidewalk was installed on 
Wachusett Street for children attending the new Parmenter School. 


Legal 


The town was confronted with some law suits and claims because 
of accidents, which your board was able to dispose of in a satisfactory 
manner. 


Lighting 


several new street lights have been added throughout the town, and 
at present a study is being made of the lighting in the center of town 
with the idea of installing new modern lights, which will be a great 
improvement. 


We wish to draw your attention to the following: 


Our bonded indebtedness is now $675,000.00, having been reduced 
$57,500 in 1952. 


Our Surplus Revenue Excess & Deficiency Account was increased 
in the amount of $1948.09 during the year 1952. On January Ist, 1952 
this account held $129,469.36. About $75,850.00 was transferred by vote 
of the town from this account for various purposes during 1952, but this 
amount was returned to the account by the end of the year as the result 
of conservative estimates of state and town revenue by the Sate Tax 
Commissioner and the Town Assessors. 


Your board has always attempted to act for the very best interest 
of the town and has advocated a conservative policy of spending con- 
sistent with good sound government. 


Your board is most grateful to the townspeople for their co-opera- 
tion and all those who assisted in any way in the administering of our 
duties.

Greetings: 


You are hereby required in the name of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts to notify and warn the qualified voters of the said Town 
of Franklin, to assemble in the High School on Tuesday, the tenth 
day of February A, D. 1953, it being the second Tuesday of February, 
at seven o’clock in the evening, then and there to.act on the following 
articles, viz: : 


Article 1. To choose by ballot the following Town Officers, viz: 
A Moderator, A Town Treasurer, A Town Auditor, A Collector of 
Taxes, Three Constables, One member of the Board of Selectmen, One 
member of the Board of Public Welfare, One member of the Planning 
Board (to fill an unexpired term), all for the term of one year; One 
member of the Board of Assessors (to fill an unexpired term), and 
One member of the Water and Sewer Commissioners (to fill an un- 
expired term), both for the term of two years; One member of the 
Board of Assessors, One member of the School Committee, One mem- 
ber of the Board of Health, One member of the Water & Sewer Com- 
missioners, and One member of the Planning Board (to fill an un- 
expired term), all for the term of three years; One member of the 
Planning Board and One member of the Housing Authority, both for 
the term of five years. 


Article 2. To choose all other necessary Town Officers. 


Article 3. To hear a report of the Town Officers and Committees 
and act thereon. 


Article 4. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Town 
Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money, from 
time to time in anticipation of the revenue of the financial year, be- 
ginning January 1, 1953, and to issue a note or notes therefor payable 
within one year and to renew any note or notes as may be given for 
a period of less than one year, in accordance with Section 17, Chapter 
44 of the General Laws. 
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Article 5. To see what sum of money the town will raise and 
and appropriate for the following purposes, to wit: 


1. For general government, including the Compensation and 
expenses of the Selectmen, Auditor, Moderator, Collector of Taxes, 
Treasurer, Assessors of Taxes, Town Clerk, Election and Registra- 
tion, Dog Officer, Planning Board, Advisory Board, Field Driver, 
Town Hall, Town Counsel and other finance Accounts. i 


2. For Protection of Persons and Property, including the 
payment of Police and Suppression of Illegal Liquor Traffic, Bi- 
cycle Registration, Support of Fire Department, Sealing of Weights 
and Measures, Extermination of Gypsy Moth, Elm Beetle, Dutch 
Elm, etc., Trimming of Shade Trees and for Prevention and Sup- 
pression of Forest Fires, 


3. For Health and Sanitation, including expenses of the Board 
of Health, Inspection of Animals, Inspection of Meats and Provi- 
sions, Inspection of School Children, Construction and Maintenance 
of Sewer and Sewer Beds. 


4. For Highways and Bridges, including construction and re- 
pair of Roads, Bridges, Sidewalks, Street Lighting, Tarvia, Snow 
Removal, and all other Highway Expenses. Also for the Union 
Street and City Mills Cemeteries, Street Lines and Signs, and the 
Maintenance and Operation of Traffic Signals. 


5. For Public Charities, for Aid to Outside Poor, Welfare Ad- 
ministration, Old Age Assistance, Aid to Dependent Children and 
Disability Assistance. 


6. For Veterans’ Center and Benefits, including Soldiers’ 
Burials. 


7. For Education, including all expenses of the School Com- 
mittee. 


8. For the Franklin Public Library. 


9. For the Improvement of the Commons, for Swimming Pool 
and for Playground Maintenance. 


10. For unclassified accounts, including the Decoration of Sol- 
diers’ Graves, Printing and Distribution of the Town Reports, for 
the Town’s share of cost of Maintenance of Norfolk County Re- 
tirement System, Foreclosure of Tax Liens, the various Insurance 
Accounts, including Fire Insurance, Fleet Fire and Theft, Fleet 
Liability and Property Damage, Workmen’s Compensation, and 
also for Rent of Quarters for the Veterans of Foreign Wars, United 
Spanish War Veterans and Disabled American Veterans. 
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11. For the Maintenance and Operation of the Water Depart- 
ment, and the Compensation of the Water Commissioners.

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of Sixteen Hundred and EHighty-Three Dollars ($1683.00) to 
install 300 feet of 10 inch pipe on Sherman Avenue, for drainage pur- 
poses, said sum to be expended under the direction of the Selectmen, 
or do anything relating thereto. (By Selectmen). 


Article 55. To see what action, if any, the town will take to 
charge for the use of the proposed ambulance, (By Petition). 


Article 56. ‘To see what action, if any, the town will take to publish 
the methods, yardsticks and valuation principles used by the assessors 
in establishing valuations of real and personal property. (By Peti- 
tion). 


Article 57. To see what action, if any, the town will take to seek 
a special act of the Legislature providing for a comprehensive Depart- 
ment of Public Works under an elected five-man board who will ap- 
point a paid superintendent to administer this Department of Public 
Works, which shall comprise the Highway, Sewer, Water, Playgrounds, 
Parks, Swimming Pool, Cemeteries, Tree and Moth, Rubbish Collection 
and the Janitors of all public buildings.

To see if the Town will vote to modify the “Zoning 
Map of the Town of Franklin, Mass.,” by changing from residential 
district “B” to business district, the land located at 49 Dean Avenue 
for the purpose of conducting a funeral home or do anything relating 
thereto. (By Planning Board). 


Article 68. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of One Thousand Dollars ($1000) to make necessary repairs to 
the Legion Hall, said sum to be expended under the direction of the 
Selectmen, or do anything relating thereto. (By Selectmen). 


Article 69. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of 
Selectmen to sell the North Franklin School Building and Land, either 
at private sale or public auction, or do anything relating thereto. (By 
Selectmen). 


Article 70. To see if the town will vote to acquire by purchase, 
by taking or otherwise, a parcel of land or easement therein situated 
as follows: A parcel of land on the Easterly side of Reid Street and 
Northerly side of Stubb Street and bounded Westerly by Reid Street

Article 71. To see if the Town will adopt the following By-Law: 
None of the ways of any subdivision shall be accepted by the Town 
unless constructed by the subdivider, applicant and/or land owner, in 
accordance with the following construction specifications: 


A. GENERAL RULES 


1. As each construction operation is completed, it shall be 
approved by the Selectmen and /or his authorized agent, previous 
to starting work on the succeeding operation. 


2. All rolling on roadways shall be done with a roller of 
not less than ten (10) tons, 


B. PREPARATION OF THE ROADWAY 


1. All material shall be removed for the full length and width 
of the roadway, to a depth of at least twelve (12) inches below the 
finished surface as shown on the profile plan; provided, however, 
that if the soil is soft and spongy, or contains undesirable material, 
such as clay, sand pockets, tree stumps, stones, over six (6) inches 
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in diameter, or any other material detrimental to the subgrade, a 
deeper excavation below the subgrade shall be made; as required 
by the Selectmen. é 


2. At this point of preparation, all pipes shall be laid as speci- 
fied in C in this section. ; 


3. The excavated area below the subgrade shall be filled to 
subgrade with well compacted material satisfactory to the Select- 
men. 


4. The entire roadway then shall be rolled, forming the sub- 
grade with a four (4) inch crown. 


C. COMPLETION OF ROADWAYS 


1. Drainage—Necessary drainage to take care of surface and 
subsurface water of the roadway, and adjoining land shall be 
provided, size and quality of pipes, and catch basins, and depth 
to be laid, to be determined by the Selectmen, and /or his author- 
ized agent. Catch basins shall be plastered on the outside. 


2. Sewer—Sewer pipes and their appurtenances, shall be in- 
stalled in accordance with such rules of the Board of Sewer Com- 
missioners as apply to the installation of this utility within the 
limits of ways. 


3. Water—Water mains and their appurtenances shall be in- 
stalled in accordance with such rules of the Selectmen, or his au- 
thorized agent; as apply to the installation of this utility within 
the limits of ways. 


4. Pipes—Water, and all other underground utilities required 
. by Selectmen and/or Planning Board with all connections to the 
proposed subdivision lots on both sides of the street, shall be laid 
after the roadway is subgraded, but before application of the 
gravel base and bituminous courses. The back filling of all trenches 
shall be thoroughly tamped and puddled. 


5. Monuments—Granite monuments four (4) feet in length, 
dressed to six (6) inches at the top with a % inch drill hole in the 
center, and not less than six (6) inches square at the bottom shall 
be set to finish grade as follows: Granite monuments, at all points 
of curvature, and changes in directions of street lines, or where 
designated by the Selectmen. 


6. Curbing—All curves having a radius of sixty (60) feet or 
less at the streetline, and a central angle of forty-five degrees (45°) 
or more, shall have the gutter line curbed with circular granite 
curbing, or concrete bituminous berm cut to fit the curve. Where 
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grades are in excess of four (4) per cent, curbing shall be placed 
as directed by the Selectmen, on both sides of the street, except 
on curves which are super-elevated, and then only on the lower 
side. All curbing shall be 5” and not less than 5’ in length, approved 
by the Selectmen or their authorized agent. 


7. Gravel Base and Surfacing—Before the gravel is spread, 
the roadbed shall be shaped to a true surface, conforming to the 
proposed cross-section of the road, and no gravel shall be spread 
until this sub-grade is approved by the Selectmen. Gravel for 
Base shall be spread in two six (6) inch layers to a total depth of 
twelve (12) inches; after rolling each layer so placed shall be 
thoroughly watered and rolled true to lines and grades, with a 
roller weighing not less than twelve tons. Any depressions that 
appear during or after the rolling shall be filled with gravel and 
be rerolled until the surface is true and even. The completed gravel 
base shall be treated for the full width of the Roadway with one 
application of T-3 at the rate of 34 of a gallon per square yard, 
and covered with sand, evenly distributed. After being subjected 
to the action of traffic for thirty (30) days, or less, at the discre- — 
tion of the Selectmen, a second application of T5 at the rate of 
1%, of a gallon per square yard shall be used as a sealing course, 
covered with sand evenly distributed. 


D. SIDEWALKS 


1. There shall be a sidewalk with a width of five (5) feet on 
each side of the street. 


2. Preparation—All materials shall be removed for the full 
width of the sidewalk to subgrade ten (10) inches below the fin- 
ished grade as shown on cross-section plan; and also all soft spots 
and other undesirable material below such subgrade shall be re- 
placed with a good binding material and rolled. This excavated 
area then shall be filled with eight (8) inches of a good quality 
gravel containing some binding material, and rolled with a % inch 
to the foot pitch toward the gutter. 


3. Surface—Forms shall be set to grade, filled with two (2) 
inches of asphaltic concrete, and rolled; provided, however, that if 
a granolithic surface is desired, specifications of the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Works shall be complied with. 


E. PLANTING SPACE 


1. When a sidewalk is required, a planting space three (3) 
feet in width shall be placed between the sidewalk and roadway 
curbline as designated on the cross-section plan. 
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2. There shall be not less than six (6) inches of good qual- 
ity loam seeded with lawn grass seed and rolled, the quality and 
quantity of the seed to be determined by the Selectmen. 


F. SLOPES 


The area in back of the sidewalk shall be sloped at the rate 
of two to one, 2 feet horizontally to 1 foot vertically to a point 
where it precisely coincides with the surrounding ground or the 
abutters’ lawns. Six inches of loam shall be the minimum cover 
on all slopes. Slopes shall be seeded and rolled in the same man- 
ner as the ‘Planting Space.” 


The Board suggests that the Owner consider planting trees 
on the lot instead of in the Planting Space. 


G. STREET SIGNS 


The developer shall furnish and erect necessary street signs 
to designate the name of each street in his development, Sa 
signs to conform with those used by the town. 


Nothing in this By-Law shall be construed to be in conflict 
with the Town Zoning By-Law, approved by the Attorney General 
May 24, 1946, or the “Rules governing the Layout of New Streets 
and Sub-Divisions” as accepted by the Planning Board and dated 
June 17, 1946. 


All proper forms may be obtained at the Selectmen’s Office 
(sample forms are at the Town Hall). 


(By Petition). 


Article 71A. To see if the Town will vote to discontinue and 
abandon as a public way that portion of the road formerly Oak Street 
and situated southwesterly from the present layout of Oak Street and 
bounded on the southwest by land formerly of Annie M. Tucker, now 
of Raphael F. and Helen F. Costello, in part and in part by land of 
Wilton A. Pond and on the northeast by land formerly of Tillie Si- 
mon, now of Angus Danello and on the southeast and northwest by 
the present layout of Oak Street. Said road being discontinued as a 
county way by the taking of the County Commissioners in August of 
1929 and shown as a Town Way on a plan of the County of Norfolk in 
the relocation of Oak Street, recorded with Norfolk Deeds, Plan Book 
110 and Plan 170, and that the Selectmen be authorized to discontinue 
the use of said way as a public way; or do anything relating thereto. 
(By Petition). 


Article 72. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of 
Selectmen to enter into an agreement for the acquisition and installa- 
tion of parking meters, to be paid for over a period not exceeding five 
years without appropriation, from fees received for the use of such 
‘parking meters, or do anything relating thereto, (By Petition).

Article 74. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of Six Thousand Dollars ($6,000.00) for continuing the pro- 
gram of surveying end making plans of the Town under the direction 
of the Town Planning Board, said plans and survey to be used by > 
all Departments of the Town, or do anything relating thereto. (By 
Assessors). ; 


Article 75. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of Seven Thousand Dollars ($7,000.00) for the construction of 
3700 feet of four foot black top sidewalk on King Street from Wachusett 
Street to East Central Street, said sum to be expended under the di- 
rection of the Selectmen, or do anything relating thereto. (By Select- 
men). 


Article 76. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of Fifteen Hundred Dollars ($1500.00) for the construction of 
714 feet of four foot black top sidewalk on East Central Street from 
King Street to Lewis Street, said sum to be expended under the di- 
rection of the Selectmen, or do anything relating thereto. (By Select- 
men). 


Article 77. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of Three Thousand Dollars ($3000) as the town’s share of the 
cost of installing a sidewalk on East Central Street, from Lewis Street 
and continuing 4224 feet to Cook’s Hill, or do anything relating there- 
to. (By Selectmen). 


Article 78. To see if the Town will vote to accept Chapter 624 of 
the Acts of 1952 “Relative to increasing the amounts of pensions, 
retirement allowances and annuities payable to certain former public 
employees,” or do anything relating thereto. (By Selectmen). 


Article 79. To see if the Town will vote to accepted Chapter 781 
of the Acts of 1951 “Relative to increasing the amounts of pensions and 
retirement allowances payable to certain former public employees,” or 
do anything relating thereto. (By Selectmen). 


Article 80. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of Six Hundred Dollars ($600.00) for the purchase and-instal- 
lation of new street signs, to be expended under the direction of 
the Selectmen, or do anything relating thereto. (By Selectmen). 
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Article 81. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of One Hundred and Forty-Four Dollars ($144.00) to install 
the following street lights: One light on Pine Ridge Drive on Pole No. 8; 
One light on Forest Street on Pole No. 2671; Two lights on Wachusett 
Street on Poles No. 4 and No. 5; Two lights on Pleasant Street on Poles 
No. 1479 and No. 1493; One light on Miller Street on Pole No. 123, and 
One light on Brook Street on Pole No. 1320, or do anything relating 
thereto. (By Selectmen). 


Article 82. To see if the Town will vote to transfer from sewer 
Available Surplus to Municipal Indebtedness the sum of Two Thousand

REPORT OF SCHOGCL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of Franklin: 


Your School Committee presents the following report for the year 
1952: . 


We recognize that the growing generation is the most precious 
of our resources and that its talents and abilities must be developed to 
the utmost. It follows then that one of the most important responsi- 
bilities in every American community is that of maintaining and im- 
proving the education of youth, Your School Committee is working 
along the above-mentioned lines to develop and improve the schools of 
Franklin. 


6 


During the past year twenty-four meetings (twelve regular and 
twelve special) of the School Committee were held. Routine business, 
such as giving consideration to complaints and suggestions, construct- 
ing and supervising the budget, employing teachers, maintaining proper 
personnel policies, deciding what repairs are most vital, engaging in 
curriculum planning and construction, was supplemented with the im- 
portant business of working as a part of the Building Committee to 
construct and equip the Gerald Murdock Parmenter School, and the 
re-districting necessary to the assignment of pupils to the new ele- 
mentary building. Also, the members attended conferences and meet- 
ings of the New England School Development Council and the Massa- 
chusetts Association of School Committees. Altogether, the School 
Committee has concluded a very busy and important year. 


School Enrollment 


The school enrollment continues to increase. The following table | 


denotes the trend.

The enrollment for the past year must be explained in the follow- 
ing words: ; 


In September, 1952, the entrance age of first grade pupils was 
changed from five years, five months to five years, eight months. Ap- 
proximately one fourth of the entering class was held back. In other 
words, they were not admitted to enter school. This decision proved 
to be a wise one. The results of a readiness test given to all first grade 
pupils in September showed seventy-seven out of a total of one hun- 
dred and sixty-five were above the fifty percentile. This was a normal 
distribution. In September, 1951, only sixty-four out of a total of one 
hundred and sixty-nine were above the fifty percentile. This year 
many more pupils were ready for school. The majority of children who 
fail later in their school life trace their failure to a lack of reading 
readiness. This year more children had the feeling of adequacy when 
they entered the first grade. The enrollment, however, was lowered 
by approximately one fourth of the entering class, or some forty pupils, 
because of the new regulation. The school population, therefore, con- 
tinues its upward trend. 


The Expanding Role of Education 


It is common knowledge that the school has had to expand its pro- 
gram in our rapidly changing, complex civilization. The obligations of 
the little red schoolhouse of yesteryear to pupils and community were 


S ‘ti . - “ 
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quite simple. Education in Franklin has expanded outward in our 
community in the form of increased vocational education, school guid- 
ance services, instrumental music lessons, nature study, audio-visual 
aids, driver education, work-experience education, safety education, 
‘to mention a few. Education in Franklin has expanded upward by 
means of courses such as in sewing and dressmaking, rug braiding, 
rug hooking, etc. Americanization courses are now offered to our adult 
citizens. Perhaps some day, in the not too distant future, education in 
Franklin will expand downward to include the ‘five-year olds in 
kindergarten or pre-school classes. 


It is in response to social pressures by the citizenry that the schools 
are expanding upward and outward. New and expanded services in- 
volve increases in the school budget. The public is a partner in the 
educational enterprise, along with the School Committee and the 
professional staff. If it is to be an effective partner, there must be 
among other things a far-sighted and sympathetic understanding of the 

school program. 


The 1953 budget is up approximately $31,000, or about ten per cent. 
The greatest increase is in the Teachers’ Salaries division. The increase 
is largely due to the increased number of teachers. Six new teachers 
were added during the Fall months of 1952; four in the first six grades, 

one in the Junior High School, and one in the industrial arts department 
in the High School. Also, increased time devoted to music, art, hand- 
writing, nature study, and guidance has added to the cost of education 
in your schools. Increased costs and additional numbers of texts 
and additional supplies have their effect as the larger classes proceed 
up through the grades. The present transportation contracts expire in 
June, 1953. Additional costs of transportation are anticipated and 
therefore included in the school budget. The above-mentioned items 
show an increase of approximately $29,000. The remainder of the 
$31,000 increase is distributed among the remaining items of the budget 
and in general is due to increased cost of operation and maintenance. 


Maintenance 


The seven buildings comprising the Franklin school plant repre- 
sent a considerable investment in capital funds. Several major repairs 
were made during the past year.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
Members of the Franklin School Committee, 
Gentlemen: 


It is my privilege to submit herewith my second annual report 
covering the calendar year 1952. 


Good schools do not just happen! They are the result of a great 
deal of planning. Planning requires thinking, and thinking is an exact- 
ing kind of work. Careful investigation and active cooperation of the 
entire staff, School Committee, parents, and other citizens in the com- 
munity tend to assist us in our quest for better schools. This past year, 
in my opinion, has been a year of progress toward worthwhile educa- 
tional goals. The real test, however, will be the kind of citizens our 
schools send out into the community. 


7 Three factors mentioned in the 1951 report were: 
1. School housing conditions. 
2. Crowded classrooms. 
3. Curriculum revision. 


School housing conditions have been improved. The Gerald Mur- 
dock Parmenter School was dedicated on September 7, 1952. Classes 
met for the first time the following day. The opening of this beautiful, 
functional building had a great effect upon the future of the education 
in this community. Not only did it tend to alleviate the overcrowded 
conditions in the elementary classrooms, but it also gave the teachers 
a chance to lay the ground work for an improved program in the lower 
grades. Teachers throughout the entire system can do better work when 
the classes are smaller. We still have classes that are too large, but at 
least they are scattered. Most of the teaching loads are in the lower 
thirties today instead of in the forties of last year. So, with the addi- 
tional classroom space better teaching should result.

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Curriculum revision has been an important part of our planning 


this past year. Educational philosophy, environment, and evaluation 


have been studied by groups during the past year for the purpose of 
developing a modern curriculum. Several educational consultants have 
spoken to the elementary teachers. The highlight of the year in this 
respect was the Curriculum Institute held in April. Experts in subject 
fields, in guidance, and educational philosophy met with our elementary 
teachers and teachers from nearby communities. 


During the school year elementary testing programs were studied, 


hundreds of textbooks were reviewed, marking systems were investi-  — 


gated, and a workshop in art education was conducted. 


The first grade teachers and Mrs. Saunders, our School Nurse, pre- 
sented for the first time a READY FOR SCHOOL BULLETIN for 
parents entering children in grade one. 


A new arithmetic program was adopted after many hours of study 
and new textbooks are gradually being introduced to classes in the 
elementary grades. 


Other accomplishments of significance in the elementary grades 
are: 


1. Field Day. 


All pupils in grades one through eight presented a splendid program 
at Fletcher Field last May. Music, physical education, recreation, and 
health activities were emphasized. Miss Alice L. Beane and her as- 
sistants are to be commended. 


2. Audio-visual aids. 


Many strip films pertaining to subject-matter material. have been 
made available to teachers to supplement and develop a modern pro- 
gram. A tachistoscope was presented to the schools by the Lions Club. 
This will be invaluable to pupils at all levels. 


3. Audubon Nature Study. 


Trained teachers from the Massachusetts Audubon Society visited 
all the fifth grades this past year to teach nature study and conservation 
by means of bi-monthly lectures, demonstrations, and films. 


4. Safety Education. 


This important subject was demonstrated by means of lectures, art 
poster contest, and motion pictures and strip films. The Massachusetts 
Registry of Motor Vehicles and local Police Department have been 
of great service to us in this respect. 
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5. Instrumental Music. 


Many pupils availed themselves to this new program. Not only 
will it give them a great amount of entertainment and enjoyment in 
later years, but it should tend to supply better trained pupils in greater 
numbers to the Junior and Senior High School musical groups. 


6. Elementary Scheel Lunches. 


The splendid cafeteria in the Gerald Murdock Parmenter School 
has made it possible to serve hot, nutritious lunches to any pupil attend- 
ing the school. Through the cooperation of the teachers, supervisors, 
school nurse, and cafeteria workers greater use has been made of the 
school lunch room as a laboratory for health and nutrition education. 


We have mentioned but a few of the changes that have been intro- 
duced into the elementary schools. These and many more have been 
made in the light of the needs of the community and of the real concerns 
—the problems and interests—of the young people in our schools. 


Theron Metcalf Junior High School 


The seventh and eighth grade pupils also have benefited during 
the past year. For many years the classes have been grouped into 
slow, regular, and fast sections. Hetrogeneous grouping was introduced 
last fall. An additional teacher was added to correct the crowded con- 
ditions, The smaller classes and new method of grouping should 
bring better schooling to the Junior High pupils. To the best of my 
knowledge very little has been mentioned in the past relative to the 
service that the Junior High School pupils have given through the 
Junior Red Cross. This worthwhile project has been in existence for 
some time and the great amount of good that it accomplishes is im- 
measurable. 


High School 


The High School curriculum has been expanded during the year 
1952. An additional teacher was necessary in the Industrial Arts De- 
partment because of the greatly increased enrollment in shop and 
mechanical drawing courses. On-the-job training was re-activated 
through the cooperation of the Thomson National Press. Guidance was 
added to the curriculum, and driver education was expanded when a 
car was presented by Sherman Chevrolet Company for behind-the- 
wheel instruction. Household arts courses during the school year 
1952-53 will give a more complete coverage of the essentials of that 
important ccurse. 


For a more detailed description of the work of the Junior and 
Senicr High Schools, I refer you to the excellent reports of the super- 
vising principals of those schools. 
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Changes in Personnel 


Mr. Gordon H. Fitzpatrick resigned in August to become Super- 
intendent of Schools in the Blackstone-Millville supervisory union. Miss 
M. Annette Beane resigned and began her new work in a large school 
system in another state. We wish them success and happiness in their 
new work. 


Mrs. Gladys G. Taylor was elected to replace Mr. Fitzpatrick in the 
mathematics department of the High School and, also, was selected to 
be the first guidance teacher in the High School. 


Mr. Dominic Bonanno, a graduate of Boston Teachers’ College, has 
been assigned to the High School to teach industrial arts and practical 
science courses. 


Miss Ellen B. Donahue, a graduate of Massachusetts School of Art 
and Hyannis State Teachers’ College and a teacher with considerable 
experience, was elected as a replacement for Miss Beane as Supervisor 
of Art in the Franklin Schools. This position for the first time became 
a full time job. 


Mrs. Evelyn E. Chick resigned because of family responsibilities — 


and Miss Helen L. Leary, remedial teacher, was assigned to her second 
grade position. The remedial teaching vacancy has not been filled. 


Mr. Charles F. Parker, a graduate of Holy Cross College, was 
elected to be teacher of social studies and mathematics in the Junior 
High School. 


Mrs. Oletha T. Bickford, formerly a teacher in the Norfolk Ele- 
mentary School, was assigned to a first grade class in the new Gerald 
Murdock Parmenter School. Miss Jean Grove, a graduate of Framing- 
ham State Teachers’ College, was made a teacher of a fourth grade in 
the new school. Mrs. Maybelle E. Pond, a graduate of Fitchburg 
Teachers’ College was elected a teacher in a third grade in the Par- 
menter School. 


Mr. Natalene J. Tavalone was assigned to teach social studies and 
handwriting in grade six of the Horace Mann School. Mr. Tavalone is 
a graduate of Boston College. ‘ 


Mr. George Farnham and his son, George Jr., Director of the band 
in Norwood and Canton respectively, have been elected lepers of 
Instrumental Music in the elementary grades. 


The new teachers are doing excellent work in our schools and have 
become valuable additions to our staff. 
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The Teachers Go to School 


Ninety per cent of the teachers in your school system attended 
classes during the year 1952. Courses in Audio-Visual Aids, Television 
Broadcasting Techniques, method courses in subject matter fields, as 
well as cuitural courses in Art, Music, and American History, were 
studied. 


In Conclusion 


I quote the inscription on the Franklin Rotary Club plaque com- 
memorating the dedication of the Gerald Murdock Parmenter School: 


“If ever there was a cause, 
If ever there can be a cause, 
Worthy to be upheld by all of toil or sacrifice

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE HIGH SCHOOL 
TO THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Dear Sir: 


I herewith submit to you my annual report as Principal of the High 
School. ‘ 


The total enroliment of the school as of October 1st was 371 pupils, 
12 less than on the corresponding date in 1951. The following table 
illustrates the distribution of pupils: 


Boys Girls Totals 
Seniors 38 39 77 
Juniors 40 36 76

Totals 184 187 371 
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The sixty-two graduates of the class of 1952 received their diplomas 
on the 12th of June. Of these, twenty-one have gone on to further 
education, thirteen to colleges, three to junior colleges, two to schools of 
nursing, two to business schools, and one to a specialized school. Six 
of the boys have entered the service of their country. Of the remainder, 
thirty-four are working and one girl has married and become a house- 
wife. 


During the summer months we lost one of our outstanding teachers, 
Mr. Gordon Fitzpatrick, who resigned to. become Superintendent of 
Schools in the Blackstone-Millville Union. Mr. Fitzpatrick gave many 
years of outstanding service to the schools of Franklin and his leaving 
is a real loss to the town. We do, however, extend him our very best 
wish for many years of successful work in school administration. 


Mrs. Gladys Taylor of Whitinsville was elected to teach Mr. Fitz- 
patrick’s classes in mathematics. Mrs. Taylor is a graduate of Skid- 
more College, holds a master’s degree from Radcliffe, and was a teach- 
ing fellow in the Harvard Graduate School of Education. 


For many years we have stressed the need of an added teacher in 
the Industrial Arts Department. With 186 students enrolled in the Shop 
and Mechanical Drawing classes, we realized we had to bring in 

_another man to work with Mr. Masi. On October 27 Mr. Dominic 
Bonanno, a graduate of the Boston Teachers’ College, began his teach- 
ing duties. 


With this addition to our faculty, we were able to make the follow- 
ing changes: 


Mr. DeRoin gave up his classes in Electricity, Machines and 
General Math II and relieved Mrs. Taylor of a class in Algebra II, 
a class in Geometry and a period in the Study Hall. Mr. Bonanno is 
now teaching four classes in Shop, the class in Electricity and the class 
in Machines. Mr. Masi is teaching four classes in Mechanical Drawing 
and the General Math II, which is being converted into a practical 
shop mathematics class. Mrs. Taylor has three free periods during 
which she is organizing a guidance program, considered an absolute 
must in the modern high school. Mr. Warren E. Benson, State Super- 
visor of Guidance Programs, has recommended a full time guidance 
director, but we feel that with the present arrangement we will come 
close to fulfilling the needs of the students in our community. There 
is much to be done, and we feel that Mrs. Taylor will carry out this 
program successfully. 


Again this year, after a lapse of many years, we are carrying on the 
machine shop training program in cooperation with the Thomson Na- 
tional Press Company, and we have selected six junior and four senior 
students for this training. The selections were made after a mechanical 
aptitude testing program had been conducted by Mrs. Taylor, and 
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another by the State Employment Security of Milford. These boys are 
released in pairs during school time and permitted to go to the Thomson 
Company plant twice each week, receiving approximately four hours 
of machine training per week. Machines, material, and instructors are 
supplied by the Thomson Company. Mr. Masi reports that “all training 
is done through certain selected projects which the boys may keep for 
themselves. Our students have been very enthusiastic over this pro- 
gram and we feel that it has been very successful. It provides a number 
of our students with needed vocational training which they cannot get 
at our high school at present. We wish to thank the Thomson National 
Press Company, the plant superintendent, Mr. Leonard Remington, and 
the employees, who have been most cooperative, for their interest and 
their efforts in making this training program possible.” 


In the Household Arts department the classes have been arranged 
so that we have two classes in Sewing for beginners, one class in Ad- 
vanced Sewing and a class in Homemaking, which includes advanced 
sewing, care of the home and children, and buying and preparing 
foods. We would like to add classes in cooking to our school curricu- 
lum, but under the present arrangement with no kitchen facilities and 
Miss DiAntonio supervising two cafeterias, such a program is im- 
possible. Our future plans should include another woman teaching in 
this department and a fully equipped modern kitchen. 


The report of Miss DiAntonio, Director of the School Lunch Pro- | 
gram at the High School and the Parmenter School, is submitted as a 
separate report. 


The Driver Education and Training Program is now a very def- 
inite part of our curriculum. Since this is the first report which the 
Director, Mr. Masi, has made on this particular program, I shall incor- 
porate it herewith in its entirety: 


“Through the efforts of the School Committee, Mr. Cox, our Super- 
intendent, and Mr. Doherty, the High School Principal, a new Dual- 
controlled 1951 Chevrolet sedan was made available to us by Mr. 
Sherman, owner of the Sherman Chevrolet Co. of Franklin. Mr. Sher- 
man agreed to ‘sell’ the car to the School Department for the sum 
of one dollar. The School Department agreed to pay for the necessary 
lettering, gasoline used, service and any repairs and maintenance while 
it has legal possession of the Dual-Controlled car. Complete insurance 
coverage is carried through town fleet insurance. This car is garaged 
at the Sherman Chevrolet Company at no cost to the town. The School 
Department and officials also have the privilege of using this car for 
school business when necessary and it has proved very valuable in 
many instances. 


“Mr. Rudolph King, Registrar of Motor Vehicles and his Depart- 
ment, have shown great interest in this program and we leok to them 
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for guidance and help. Their excellent cooperation and willing service 
have been a major factor in the success of this program. 


“Our program is carried on in two phases: 


1. Driver-Education: Open to all students interested in 
obtaining a driver’s license. This is usually classroom work 
and carried on Wednesday evenings throughout the school year. 


2. Driver-Training: Includes the students who take’ 
Driver-Education and are selected for actual Road Training in 
the Dual-controlled car. These students are given the complete — 
road training necessary and are then licensed by a Registry of 
Motor Vehicle Inspector after passing the required road test. 


“We make it our policy to have the vision of all students enrolled 


checked at the beginning of the Road Training. Dr. Raymond Mercer, — 


Optometrist, has rendered this service. Our School Nurse, Mrs, Nellie 
Saunders, also checks the health of these students. 


“In cooperation with the Massachusetts Registry of Motor Vehicles 
we have determined upon certain objectives for Auto-Driver Education 
and training: ; 


1. To develop skillful and safe drivers. 


2. To acquaint our youth with the mechanical functions, method 
of operation and maintenance of motor vehicles. ; 


3. To stimulate constructive attitudes and sound habits on the 
road. 


4. To effect a reduction in motor vehicle accidents by promoting 
responsible attitudes among drivers. 


5. To develop a respect for and an understanding of national, state 
and local traffic laws, rules and regulations. 


“I submit the following statistics to show the progress of the 
Driver-Training program for the period which actually started January 
18, 1952 to December 30, 1952:

Mr. Rudolph King and his Department of Motor Vehicles have been, 
previously mentioned but again we say thanks and hope for the same 
interest in the future. Motor Vehicle Inspector, Mr. William Mello, 
who examined our students, was especially helpful and cooperative and 
to him we owe, in great measure, what has been, in my opinion, a 
successful year. 


“Last, but certainly not least, we thank Mr. Sherman and the 
Sherman Chevrolet Company for making this program possible by pro- 
viding us with the Dual-controlled car. Mr. Sherman and his manager, 
Mr, William Wiggin, and the employees of the Sherman Chevrolet 
Company have been extremely considerate and most helpful. We hope 
that we can continue this fine feeling of cooperation in the future.” 
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I would like to take this occasion to bring before you and the 
the parents of high school students the importance of home study and 
regular attendance for the successful completion of the high school 
course. Too many of our young people are falling by the wayside or 


doing poor school work because of their lack of effort and application. 
We would like to see a more active cooperation on the part of parents. 
and pupils and recommend strongly that parents should feel free to 
visit the school and the teachers at any time that we are in session. 


In conclusion I wish to take this opportunity to thank you, the 
School Committee, the teachers, and the pupils for the fine spirit of 
cooperation and support which has made possible any success that we 
may have achieved.

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REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOL 
TO THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Dear Sir: 


I herewith submit to you my annual report as Principal of the 
Junior High School. 


This year we have been relieved of the crowded conditions which 
have existed for some time, but we still have one fifth grade left in the 
building. 


Two classrooms formerly used by grades are now being used by 
the Junior High, and our auditorium, which was used as a classroom, 
is now being used for assemblies and audio-visual work. 


This year another teacher, Mr. Charles F. Parker, was added to 
our faculty, which means we now have four homeroom classes for both 
the seventh and eighth grades, thus overcoming crowded conditions in 
the classrooms. 


Mr. Parker conducted intramural tag football games with the 
boys two afternoons a week during September, October and part of 
November. He will also help with baseball in the spring. 


Religious Education classes have been feel Seiad to the last period 
on Thursday afternoons this year. 


The Junior Red Cross work is done by our girls’ art classes. Candy, 
tray mats, nut cups, paper napkins, and place cards were delivered at 
Cushing Veterans’ Hospital in Framingham for most of the holidays. 
The pupils in the grades in all buildings help with this work. 


National Education Week was celebrated from November 10th to 
16th. This year we presented a program in our Assembly Hall for the 
parents. At the close of the program parent-teacher conferences were 
held. We were very glad so many parents visited us. 


Last May, Stanford Achievement Tests were given to all our 
pupils. In December the Iowa Tests were again given. This is a part 
of the testing program introduced into the schools by Superintendent 
Edwin Cox. : 


The Alden Club offered prizes to both our seventh and eighth 
grades for the best book reports. Also the Veterans of Foreign Wars 
presented prizes to our pupils for the best historical posters. 
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Miss Annette Beane, art teacher, left Franklin in June, and she has 
been replaced by Miss Ellen Donahue. 


We hope more fluorescent lights will be installed this year and 
our auditorium painted. 


Our Visual Aid Program can be improved by the addition of shades 
for darkening the classrooms. 


Our Director of Household Arts, Mrs. Swett, reports, “The girls 
in grade six of the Horace Mann School have sewing once a week on 
Friday afternoon. The four groups this year have been divided into 
two. One of these consists of thirty-four pupils, the other thirty-three. 
This gives each child about one minute’s attention. Sewing is not an 
interesting subject to the average sixth grader, unless it can be made 
appealing, and most certainly one minute is a very brief period. I feel 
that here is the time (in the sixth grade) to develop this interest. The 
pupils learn the basic stitches and form a miniature garment from a 
flat piece of cloth for practice work. When this is completed, they go 
cn to make the apron to be used in the Junior High School for cooking. 


“In the Junior High School, grades seven and eight study sewing 
one-half year and cooking the second half. The classes discuss ma- 


terials, color, styles, design, and grooming so the girls may understand | 


that dressing well is not a problem of money, but rather one of selec- 
tion and care. This is especially important for the teenager. 


“The seventh graders are introduced to the commercial pattern 
for the first time. The project is a pair of pajamas, which acquaints 
them with the techniques of setting in sleeves, and finishing necklines 
and collars. 


“The girls in the eighth grade have made dresses, skirts, weskits, 
jumpers and blouses. These projects required putting in zippers (a 
very essential technique in sewing). The hanging and fitting is an- 
other step completed. The pupils are marked according to the standard 
ability of their age, not in relation to the work of other pupils, some 
of whom by nature are more advanced. Perfection is not expected in 
a child’s sewing and is not a requisite of a good mark. . 


“In the cooking course great enthusiasm is evoked as most girls 
are domestic by nature.

Here we start with the 
breakfast menus, diets, attractive trays for the sick room, and lunch 
box preparation (sandwiches that store well.)

Dear Sir: 


I herewith submit my annual report as Athletic Director of the 
Franklin High School. 


The balance on hand in the revolving Athletic Association Account 
on December 31st was $141.57, with a few small accounts still out- 
standing. 
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Our report this year could be a repetition of last year’s report as 
far as the finances are concerned. We had another poor year financially, 
which leads us to believe that we can attract crowds only with a win- 
ner. A poor season’s record in basketball or football is reflected at the 
gate. But once again we will strike an optimistic note because the 
basketball team is away to a good start and every indication is that 
we will do better financially than we have in many recent years, The 
crowds love a winner and the winner brings out the crowds! 


- The trend during recent years in high school athletics is to have 
assistants for the head coaches in the various sports. Franklin is one 
of the very few towns which leaves the entire coaching job in the hands 
of one man. We are competing, especially in football, against teams 
which have two, three, and four man coaching staffs, as well as elabor- 
ate junior high school and scouting programs. One man cannot possibly 
handle a football squad of over forty boys, and until such time as we 
can get an assistant, we shall probably have to limit the squad to about 
thirty-five boys. We do hope, however, that in the very near future 
the Franklin teams will compete on equal terms with the teams of 
other schools.

TO THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS

I hereby submit my twentieth annual report as Supervisor of 
Physical Education in the Elementary Schools and Director of Girls” 
Physical Education in the High School.

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This year, with the addition of the new Parmenter School, my 
Elementary school schedule is very crowded, as there are now twenty- 
nine Elementary classes to be covered on Tuesdays and Thursdays. On 
Mondays and Wednesdays I am in the High School for Girls’ Physical 
Education and on Fridays, Health Education for the Junior girls in 
the High School. 


The Elementary School program covers the following. The first 
two grades; rhythms, story plays, singing games, dances, and group 
games—such as circle games, tag games, simple relays, and some 
handling of balls. The third, fourth, fifth, and sixth grade program 
includes: rhythms, mimetics, stunts, square and round dances, group 
games, relays, and games of higher organizatiom In the third and 
fourth grades lead-up games and skills are stressed to prepare for the 
games of higher organization that follow in the fifth and sixth grades. 
The Elementary school program is carried on out of doors, whenever 
the weather permits, in the fall and spring. The play areas at the 
Parmenter School are ideal for both indoor and outdoor activities. If 
it were only possible for all schools to have such ideal activity areas!! 
We have been fortunate to be able to use the Dean field for the fifth and 
sixth grade activities, as their outdoor area is not adequate to carry 
out a good outdoor games program, 


In the High School the program is arranged seasonally. In the 
fall the activities are carried on out of doors and include the following 
sports; fundamentals of field hockey, archery, horseshoes, and, finally, 
the actual playing of the game of field hockey. In the winter months 
the program includes the following: marching tactics, physical fitness 
and rhythmical exercises, tap, ball room, square and round dancing, 
stunts and pyramids, relays, group games, and team, dual, and individ- 
ual sports. The intramural program in the fall covers field hockey 
and volleyball. In the winter the sports are basketball and badminton. 
In the spring, softball. The girls may sign up for any of the five sports 
that are offered, and if they play in the required number of 
games, they receive points for which awards are given. These points 
are accumulative over their four years in High School. The Seniors, 
Juniors, and Sophomores play basketball with other schools, thereby 


affording them the opportunity to meet and compete with girls other 
than in their own school. The advantages of intramurals are many. 
They afford every girl an equal chance to play on a team regardless of 
her native ability; they also give a girl a chence to develop skills be- 
cause all have the same opportunities; and they make a girl feel that 
she is an active part of a group. This year I have adopted the student 
leadership plan in my gym classes, using Seniors and Juniors as leaders. 
It has been very successful and particularly for the underclass girls, 
who are receiving more individual attention. I feel that the upper- 
class girls have enjoyed the responsibility and the feeling of doing 
something constructive. 
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I had a Sargent College senior practice teaching under me for 
eight weeks this fall, and it made more evident to me, after she left, 
the necessity in the very near future for another teacher of Physical 
Education, especially in the Elementary schools. 


Last June a Field Day was put on by the Elementary Schools, in 
which every child took part. The success of this Field Day must be 
given to the Elementary teachers, the supervisors, principals of the 
buildings, the superintendent of schools, and the townspeople, who co- 
operated so wholeheartedly. The program included work that had been 
taught through the year. The Elementary program was preceded 
by the entire student body of the Franklin Public Schools marching to 
Fletcher Field for opening exercises, after which the High and Junior 
High Schools returned to their classes. 


My recommendations are as follows: 


1. Another Physical Education instructor for the elementary 
schools and to assist and set up a Health and Physical Education pro- 
gram for the girls in the Junior High School. 


2. Definite sums allotted to each Elementary building for replace- 
ment of physical education equipment. Also, for the High School girls. 


3. With the addition of another Physical Educator, the segregating 
of boys and girls in their physical classes from grades four through six.

I herewith submit to you my report as Physical Director at the 
Junior and Senior High Schools. 


In the fall of the year, the boys at the Junior High School are 
taught football fundamentals. After the fundamentals, teams are 
chosen and the boys compete against one another at tag-football, for 
the rest of the fall season. 
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This year there was an intramural touch-football league started, 
’ with games taking place after school in the afternoons. 


We hope to be able to field a basketball and baseball team to rep- 
resent the Junior High this year. A program of this kind is a “must”, 
if we are to be able to compete with the teams in our locality in the 
future. All the schools are going into a Junior High sports program 
with a team representing them in all of the three major sports, 


During the winter months, our boys move into the gym room, 
where basketball fundamentals are taught. We, also, play volleyball 
and different relays. 


In the spring we move out of doors and start baseball. Teams 
are then chosen and compete against one another. We always finish 
the school year with the annual seventh against eight grade game. 


I feel that our high school teams have shown the value of this 
type of program. 


During the fall at the High School, football fundamentals are re- 
viewed. The boys then compete against one another in tag football. 
Early in the fall we, also, have some track. 


During the winter months we are in the gym, where part of each 
period is spent on calisthenics, and the rest is divided between basket- 
ball, volleyball, tumbling, relays, apparatus work, and other contests. 


In the spring we move out of doors, where softball and track are 
the main sports.

The second term of ten lessons in Practical Arts for Adults in the 
1952-1953 program was held from January 7, 1952 to April 3, 1952. All 
of the 120 men and women who took the fall courses returned for the 
second group of ten lessons. 
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An exhibition was held in the lecture room of the Ray Memorial 
Library on the evening of April 3d. At this time Mr. Edwin Cox, su- | 
perintendent of schools, congratulated the pupils, as well as the 
teachers, on the work, and presented diplomas to all those who finished 
the year’s course. As in the past, hundreds of people from Franklin and 
surrounding towns came to inspect and admire the results of the handi- 
crafters. 


Courses for the 1952-1953 year started October 6, 1952 and ended 
December 18, 1952. The next term starts January 5, 1953 and will end 
March 26, 1953. 


Because of the lack of a teacher, the class in furniture refinishing 
was discontinued this year. This disappointed a large number, and it 
is hoped that by next fall a suitable instructor may be found. 


The sewing classes, as usual, prove to be the most popular, and even 
with a second class in beginners’ sewing, many applicants had to be 
turned away. Because of the many requests for a class in braided rugs, — 
there is now a group receiving instruction in this handicraft. : 


A total of 129 people are enrolled in the classes with twenty of this 
number from surrounding towns. The groups are distributed as follows:

Rug Hooking | 17 
Rug Braiding 20 
Decorative Arts 31 


All sewing classes meet in the High School. All other groups meet 
in the lecture room of the library building.

REPORT OF THE RHINEHART HANDWRITING SYSTEM TO 
THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
Dear Sir: 
I am pleased to submit the following report on the operation of the 
handwriting program in the Franklin schools for the school year 


1951-1952. 


In the initial handwriting tests administered to your pupils in 
November 1951, 27.5% received a grade of “A” (Excellent); 27.5% 
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received a grade of “B’’; and 45% scored less than “B”’. In the tests ad- 
ministered in June 1952, 53.9% received a grade of “A”; 28.2% received 
a grade of “‘B”’; and 17.9% scored less than “B”. Handwriting certificates 
were awarded to 50% of your graduates. 


During the school year we graded approximately 5600 formal and 
16,800 informal handwriting samples for your pupils. A formal test 
was administered monthly and a report was furnished each teacher 
giving a careful diagnosis of the handwriting of each pupil in the room. 


We furnished the following instructional materials: monthly 
teachers’ outlines and folders, pupil folder outlines, room motivation 
certificates, handedness tests, individual handwriting certificates to 
pupils who qualified, monthly and term envelopes, seals, etc. 


My supervisors join with me in expressing our appreciation for 
the splendid cooperation we have received from you and your teachers 
at all times. We are very pleased with the results obtained in your 
schools.
